SPECIAL ELECTION 


By an Act of the Legislative Assembly 
of Utah a Special Election will be held 
at the various places appointed by law 
throughout the Territory, on Monday 
next, the first Monday in February, for 
a delegate to Congress And at thesame 
time and places, by an Act of the Gene- 
ral Assembly of the State of Deseret, all 
citizens in the State are requested toex- 
press themselves, through the ballot- 
box, ‘for or “against” the Con~titu- 
tion of the Ntate in its amended form; 
also, to vote for a Representative to Con- 
gress fiom the State We trust that 
every man who has aright to vote wil 
record that vote at the ensuing election, 
for $ Delegate and Representative; and 
express their concurrence with or oppo- 
sition to the Constitution of the State of 
Deseret. We know enough of the feel- 
ings of the people throughout the State 
to be satisfied that they will look upon 
this subject as one of the gravest impor- 
tance, and that they will not be slack in 
performing their duty on the day ap- 
pointed. As a State we have several 
times sought for admission into the 
Union, on an equal footing with the 
other States; the last time we did so 
being in the hour of the nation’s appa- 
rent greatest peril, when we were wil- 
ling to step forward, relieve the gerieral 
Government of the expense attending 
our Territorial tutelage, and bear our 
just share in the general burden. Then 
our petition was rejected; and once 
again we ask our just status, which our 
population and power ‘of self-govern- 
ment give us the plainest right to seck. 
There is no question as to the mind of 
the people throughout the State on the 
subject; and, consequently, we simply 
remind them of the election on Monday 
next, that cvery man may be prompt at 
the polis to record his vote. 

Our present Delegate to Congress, the 
Hon. W. H. Hooper, is Candidate for 
the same office again, and his past ser- 
vices give him the strongest claim upon 
the votes of our citizens.

We 
ean assure him, and all the rest of 
the nation, that there does not exist 
within the confines of this vast Repub- 
lic a people more devoted and more 
loyal to the Constitution than the Mor- 
mons” All we have over asked has 
been our Constitutional righta, and 
have endured the deprivation 
of them with a patience and 


nation would have ma ; 

The qvils complained df as existing 
here are simply myths. The assump- 
tion is, that somebody or other, particu- 
larly among the lady portion of our com- 
munity, is deprived of their inalienable 
rights by the practice of plurahty of 
wives, But the assumption is incorrect. 
In the case of slavery, the argument 
would hold good, because there was co- 
ercion on the one hand, and involun- 
tary servitude ‘on the other. But in 


plurality of wives, all the contracting 


parties are free agents, who acl from 


motives of affection and duty, accepting 
the principle as a component part of 
their religious faith, and being fully 
convinced that it is the basis of a higher 
order of morality, and involves stricter 
principles of virtue, than are found to 
existin any place where monogamy pre- 


vails, 


The logic of that wing of those who, 
in arguing on the ‘Mormon problem,” 


maintain that polygamy will disappear 
before the increasing influence of the 


“gentile” taste for prodigality and the 
fashions, and the influx of those who 
represent, and believe inthe potency of, 


institutions existing elsewhere, is old 


and has historical example to sustain it. 
When Balak, King of Moab, sent for 
Balaam to curse Israel, and the curse 
would not come, the counsel of Balaam 
was to tempt the Israelites from the 
path of duty by sending fair and lasci- 
vious women among their men, that 
they might be induced tocommit whore- 
doms. And so successful was the plan, 
that the polygamist people whom 
Balaam could not curse, brought upon 


themselves the heaviest indignation of

bein open violation of the Constitution— 
the palladium of the rights and liberties 
of the nation; it would be an effort to 
crush virtue, religions freedom and 
liberty of thought, and take away the 
inalionable rights bestowed upon us 
bythe Creator. And if these things 
wero done with the ‘Mormons, sound 
statesmanship should ask the question, 
Would they stop there? or would they 
not extend to every section of the coun- 
try as fast ag any portion thoreof became 
obtioxious to an opposite party who 
might possess thé reins of power, 

‘We can present an easier method of 
solving the “Mormon problem” than 
that of Senator Howard or the writer in 
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the World;—and that is, to let the ın- 
dustry of the “Mormons” continue to 
develop itself; give them the right of 
self-government and relieve them from 
a Territorial tutelage which they have 
overgrown; watch the growth of virtue, 
wisdom and correct principles of 
goyernmentin their midst; and see if 
they do not presenta picture of prosperi- 
ty, peace, united effort and happiness, 
such as the dissention-torn states and 
nations of the earth could pattern after ; 
with profit. 
conclusion, we wall say, that the 
orld would hazard nothing in stating 
that western speculators and contract- 
hunters are at the bottom of the whole 
afiaar.
